You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall 
in said Lyndeborough on Tuesday, the fourteenth day 
of March, next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon, 
to act upon the following subjects: 


‘1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriations of the same. Namely: town of- 
ficers salaries, town officers’ expenses, election and 
registration expenses, expenses of town hall and other 
buildings, police department, fire department, health 
department, vital statistics, auto and dog fees, town 
maintenance of highways and bridges, street lighting, 
general expenses of highway department, town road 
aid, libraries, town poor, old age assistance, Memorial 
Day and other celebrations, aid to soldiers and 
their families, parks and playgrounds, cemeteries, 
Monadnock Region, interest on temporary loans, on 
long term notes, on principal of trust funds used by 
town, payment on notes in anticipation of taxes, serial 
and long term notes, county taxes, payments to school 
districts. 


3. To see if the town will vote to accept State T. R. 
A. for construction of Class V roads and raise and ap- 
propriate or set aside for said purpose the sum of 
$756.44 and the State will contribute $3,025.74. 


4. To see if the town will vote to close the road 
leading across Hadley Bridge. 
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5. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $300.00 to repair bridge at foot of 
Meeting House Hill. 


6. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $3,500.00 to tar T. R. A. road from 
Curtis Corner toward Johnson Corner and use the re- 
mainder for retarring old roads where most needed.

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FOREST FIRES — OUR MOST SHAMEFUL WASTE 


Everyone apparently fears fire but too many are careless with it. 
This is particularly true of all fires in and near woodlands. Official 
figure show that more than 98 per cent of all forest fires result from 
human carelessness and can be prevented. Consequently, we may 
say “Forest Fires are our most shameful waste.” 

Annual forest fire losses are tremendous and their effects far 
reaching. Such fires destroy the raw products of the forests, the pro- 
tection forests provide for game and the supply of ground water. 
They upset local economies by drawing men from gainful employ- 
ment and requiring the expenditure of public funds to extinguish 
them. 

Our forest fire organization is doing a good job in keeping the size 
of fires small but the number of fires is increasing. In 1949 there were 
100 more fires in New Hampshire than in 1948, but they burned 500 
acres less. For the warden and his deputies to do the job they are 
capable of, they must have the cooperation of the public — YOU! 

The primary objective of all fire fighters is PREVENTION — fire 
stoppage. This is the goal toward which your local forest fire warden 
and his deputies are constantly working. It can be achieved ONLY 
if YOU and YOU and YOU cooperate with them. It is worth YOUR 
effort and can be accomplished by: 

1. Being careful with fire in or near woodland, being particulary 
careful with matches and cigarettes. 

2. Securing the required written permit from the warden when 
the ground is not covered with snow. 

3. Insisting that others be careful and comply with burning re- 
quirements. 

4. Calling the warden promptly when fire is detected and aiding 
him to extinguish it. 

Let’s reduce the number of forest fires and eliminate our most 
shameful waste.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT 
To the School Board and Citizens of Lyndeborough: 


i respectfully submit my third annual report as your 
Superintendent of Schools. 


This year will make the first full year in which we 
have enjoyed the use of our new school plant. As you 
know, we entered the new Lyndeborough Central 
School on February 28, 1949 amidst the cheers of the 
young people and the joy of the teachers. The new 
school is doing ever wate for us that we had anticipat- 
ed. Instead nH each teacher handling the diverse activi- 
ties of 6 grades in one room, she now can concentrate 
on 3 grades and work. with larger groups in a subject 
area. This has had numerous advantages, the pupils 
are meeting keener competition within their natural 
groupings; they are living with younsters who are more 
nearly equal to themselves socially and chronologically; 
the activities can be made more stimulating for each 
group by not being geared upward to satisfy the oldest 
in the group, nor geared downward to satisfy the 
youngest. 

Mrs. Herrick and Mrs. Smith are to be compliment- 
ed for the excellent work they are doing and the high 
morale they are able to maintain. The children have 
exercised great respect for their new school building. 

We have received many commendations on the 
school plant from many sources, both in town, out of 
town and out of state. The townspeople have every 
right to be justly proud of their efforts and sacrifices 
in providing their young people with such an adequate 
educational plant. 

We still have considerable work to do with land- 
scaping. As soon as the weather permits this will be 
done with all haste. 

The instruction is being very proficiently handled. 
Every effort is being made to develop a program that 
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will fit the needs of the individual rather than the 
group. Our testing program is planned to give the 
teachers every opportunity possible to study the abili- 
ties of their pupils and their strengths and weaknesses. 
Each year intelligence tests are given to grades 3 and 6. 
Achievement tests are administered in May of each 
year, and as often during the year as the situation de- 
aahiidles We are able to judge from year to year the 
progress made by each LE ae and the group in 
the various subject areas. By having this information, 
we are also able to revise our techniques and program 
to fit the needs of the children. 


Two years ago we inaugurated a new spelling ser- 
ies to help improve this area of our work. This series 
develops good spelling habits through word analysis, 
and paragraph writing rather than word-list-study. We 
have already observed improvements in our spelling 
program. At about the same time we put in a new 
language series, replacing one that had been used for 
many years. This series has done much to enliven the 
work in this subject and is consequently contributing 
to a definite improvement in this field. 


The Nursing services have been very capably han- 
dled by Miss Sybil Beatham. Every effort has been 
made to keep the parents informed of the health of 
their children. 

Budget: 

The school board’s budget for 1950-51 calls for an 
appropriation of $18,699.50, a net increase of $1619.50. 
$1230.00 of this amount is directly attributed to tui- 
tions and $320.00 to teachers’ salaries. Thus, $1550.00 
is devoted to items over which the school board has 
little control. The remaining $69.50 is reflected in 
scholars supplies, textbooks, per capita tax, expenses 
of administration, etc. 


In so far as teachers’ salaries are concerned, Lynde- 
borough, with the increase recommended for 1950-51 


62 


is, and will be, paving the lowest salaries in the Super- 
visory Union. 

The state average for elementary school teachers 
last year was $2324.00 It will be higher for 1950-51. 
The average for Supervisory Union No. 63 was $2100 
in 1949-50. It will exceed this amount in 1950-51. 

It should be made clear that the school tax assess- 
ment will increase $1978.27 over that which was to be 
assessed in March 1949. The difference between the 
$1619.50 and $1978.27 can be attributed to loss of in- 
come derived by state aid and dog tax. However, the 
dog tax, instead of being transferred to the school 
district, is now retained by the Town Treasurer. Thus, 
there is no loss to the Town. State Aid was estimated 
last year to be $4500.00. It actually will be $4291.23, 
a loss of $208.77. 

The school tax was further reduced for the year 
1949-50, because the school board had to declare a 
balance of $1455.23 along with its other estimated in- 
come. This is the reason for the school assessment 
being reduced to $11,153.54 instead of the $12,400.00 
voted at the last March meeting. 

I wish to extend my appreciation to the towns- 
people and the School Board for the excellent coopera- 
tion they have given me this past year.
